H. C. Melsness, president of the 
local Teachers’ Alliance, was in the 
chair, and introducing the speaker, 
said that he was glad to say that Mr. 
Ottewell, who was attending the 
Teachers’ Convention, had agreed to 
address a public meeting. 

Mr. Ottewell began his address by 
saying that Grande Prairie was one 
of the towns he enjoyed visiting. He 
was pleased that the subject had 
been chosen. 

The subject, he observed, being a 
large one, it was necessary that one 
must be arbitrarily selective. While 
he did not pretend to know it all, he 
had for years beer a -student of 
world affairs. 

He said that he proposed to pro- 
vide a frame in which the great 
events of history could be placed in 
a hietcric setting. 

His first observation was that the 
world had experienced . periodical 
changes and while he made no 
claims to prophesy, he ventured to 
predict that there will be no great 
comfort in the world for many years 
to come, adding, that Canada can 
make an important contribution in 
the present change that the world is 
going through. In this change, there 
is a peculiar responsibility resting on 
those engaged in education. 

People, said the speaker, ask why 
this present crisis or change. There 
is only one answer to that question 
and that is, that changes take place 
periodically to fullfil the purpose of 
nature. Discomfort provokes people 
to action. This does not apply to the 
well to do who feel secure.

The speaker then gave a brief his- 
torical survey. He said for about 
four centuries there was comparative 
calm during the 


world. The Roman empire broke up 
and then followed several centuries 
of violence ond bloodshed. 
this struggle the nations of 
finally come into being. This was 
egain followed by a period of calm, 
the principal reason being that the 
British navy tnaintained peace in the 
world and perhaps the best tribute 
to Britein’s polity was that no one 
seemed to complain about that con- 
trol. 

In tne year 1919, conditions had 
changed, remarked Mr. Ottewell, and 
the only place where the British navy 
was really dominant was around the 
British Isles. The British fleet could 
no longer police the seas. 

Following the Great War the Lea- 
gue of Nations was formed. There 
was much faith and hope in this new 
organization. The league failed be- 
cause there was no provision made 
for policing the world. It was be- 
lieved that all that was necessary 
was an enlightened opinion which 
Rowe not as enlightened as was be- 
teved. 

Referring to present world condi- 
tions, the speaker said, that inter- 
national relationships were at a very 
low level. There was for years a 
general accepted standard of morals 
known as Christendom. Russia re- 
fused to acknowledge those stand- 
ards and now Germany refuses to 
acknowledge those principles and it 
is impossible to live*in any security 
unless the dictator philosophy is 
checked. 

OCrder of some sort must be main- 
tained, said Mr. Ottewell, if people 
are to live in comfort and security, 
edding, that this brings us up to the 
present crisis. For centuries the 
demorcracies have been hammering 
out on the anvil some effective pieces 
of freedom which are now threat- 
ened, 

Continuing, the speaker said that 
free and twenty-one is some peoples 
idea of freedom which is a complete 
missing of the mark. Freedom can 
only live within law. Laws must re- 
present the overwhelminz opinion of 
the great majority of ‘the people. 
This is what we have been working 
for ‘for centuries. We accept them 
because such laws have been agreed 
upon b the people of common 
sense. his is democracy. 

Developing the idea further, Mr. 
Ottewell observed, that it was all 
very well to develop individuality, 
but not at the expense of others. 
Such a condition does not exist in 
many parts of the world today. This 
way of life is what is at stake at the 
presen! time. 

The speaker referred to a_pro- 
nouncement made by Hitler deliver- 
ed about a year before he entered 
Czecho-Slovakia, which he termed 
the most insane and stupid ever de- 
livered. In that pronouncement the 
German dictator said that he did not 
want any one except Germans with- 
in the Reich, and yet he proceeded 
to take in by force people of another 
race. Because Hitler was successful 
in one crime, he proceeded to com- 
mit others. Unless checked there 
may be no limit to crime. 

Stalir snd Hitler were branded by 
Mr. Ottewell as International out- 
laws, men who did things to suit 
themselves, without any regard to 
the rights and liberties of other peo- 
ple, he said. 

During the Great War, Mr. Otte- 
well said, that he he had conversed 
with possibly 100,000 Canadian boys 
in France. These boys, he said, 
were not articulate with regards to 
their deep down feelings, but some- 
how they realized that something 
great was at stake. Somehow the 
allies failed to capitalize on their 
victory and now we are engaged in 
another struggle so that freedom

Says C. L. Berry On Return Trip To 
Yellowknife — Watrous Station Is 
Only One That Can Be Heard At 
All Hours—Mines Busy At Yel- 
lowknife. 


C. L. Berry, manager of CFGP, re- 
cently returned from a trip to the 
Yellowknife district. 

Interviewed by The Herald-Tri- 
bune reporter, Mr. Berry stated that 
radio is a god-send for tire people of 
the north, adding, in many places it 
is their only nicans of information. 

Mr. Berry stated that he made the 
trip to find out how the various sta- 
tions were being received in the 
north. He stated that CFGP can be 
heard quite distinctiy at Yellowknife 
on certain nights during the winter, 
and CJCA (Edmonton) is heard in- 
termittingly. The station that can 
he heard at all hours is Watrous 
(CBK), which, unfortunately does 
not carry the weather report. This 
fact especially makes it difficult for 
flyers if they happen to come down 
in extremely out of the way places, 
as they have no means of learning 
the weather conditions. Mr. Berry 
said that he was taking this matter 
up with the Watrous station and 
hoped to have the service remedied. 

Speaking of Yellowknife, Mr. 
Berry observed that he was shown 
through the Consolidated plant which 
proved highly interesting. In_ all,

The silent aeroplane is an ideal 
desired by both military and com- 
mercial users of aeroplanes, but 
hitherto most attempts at silencing 
nave resulted in loss of efficiency.

than a composite one, the silencing 
of the exhaust only might make the 
things worse for the air traveller. So 
for the time being, manufacturers 
are confining themselves to the pro- 
blem of its complete elimination to 
clever inventors. In this they are 
meeti with some measure of suc- 
cess. n most of Imperial Airways 
machines it is possible for are 
to converse without raising eir 
voices, and it is said that on some 
night-flying aeroplanes passengers 
are requested to talk in a low tone 
so as not to disturb those who wish 
to sleep. 

The designers can avoid a certain 
amount of noise by modifying the 
design of the aeroplane. [For in- 
stance it has been established that 
noise is decreased by mounting en- 
gines on the wing instead of between 
the wings of a biplane, because in 
the latter position the sound is trap- 
ped between the upper and lower 
planes. If is also desirable to keep 
the passenger seats out of the plane 
of the airscrews, and to have the 
airscrew tips at least a foot from the 
cabin walls.

bility of educating their children. 
This was a step in the right direc- 
tion, but there was much yet to be 
done before the system is perfected. 


After Pe gchng,| to certain criticisms 
levelled at the Big Unit System, Mr. 
Pzrnett remarked that many of the 
ou g districts never did pay their 
teachers. They simply borrowed 
from the bank as long as they could. 


Continuing, the speaker said that 
the forming of the big units has not 

settl the whole question, “We 
have evened up thing: within the 
unit, but that is not enough. What 
is needed is more state aid,” Mr. 
Barnett added, who went on to say 
ge fifty - -four per cent. of the cost 
of education in Great Britain is paid 
by the government. 


Mr. Barnett contended that the 
federal government should guarantee 
a standard of elemental education to 
every boy and girl in the dominion. 
In his opinion, there was noting in 
the B.N.A. Act which placed the re- 
sponsibility of education under the 
control of the provinces, to prevent 
this. 

Some, remarked the speaker, fear- 
ed that if the Dominion Government 
gave grants, that eventually the pro- | 
vincial control would be encroached 
upon. He disagreed with this view 
and pointed out in other matters the 
Federal Government had donated to 
the provincial governments, but the 
provinces stili held control and ad- 
ministered the money according to 
their own policy. 


After pointing out that there are 
40,000 teachers in the dominion, Mr. 
Barnett said, that leadership must 
come from the teachers, if conditions 
are to improve, adding, that it was a 
question of teachers informing them- 
selves, 

Mr. Barnett said that he was ask ed 
to say something on the question of 
pensions. As a member of the Board 
which was composed of i1aen of the 
highest qualifications, he wished to 
inform the teachers that from now 
on three per cent. will be taken from 
their salaries in order to create a 
pension fund. There was no munev 
at present in the fund, except the 
money advanced by the provincial 
government to carry on at present. 

In answer to a question as to what 
would happen to the money paid in 
by those who retired from the teach- 


ing profession in a few years, Mr. 
Barnett replied, that at the moment 
he could not answer this, but no 
doubt this detail would be worked 
out satisfactorily. 
Afternoon Session 

The first item on the afternoon 
program was an interesting address 
by A. E, Ottewell, Registrar of the 
University of Alberta, and formerly 
in charge of the Extension Depart- 
| ment 

Mr. Ottewell chose for his subject, 
Vocational Guidance and Related 
Topics.” 

At the outset of his address, Mr 
Ottewell said, “We require economi: 
stability, but we must look into the 


future as well as the present.” 

Continuing, the speaker observed 
that one of the baffling problems is 
what to do with an aeroplane world 
which has a wheelbarrow people. 
The problem is to take care of these 
poor people, which cannot be done 
indefinitely by relief. 

Addressing the teachers Mr. Otte- 
well said that teachers have to work 
on this problem. Huving gotten your 
livelihood, what are you going to do 
with it?

It consists 
of “At homeness in our envircn- 
ment,” Our task, as educators, is to 
teach the people to fit into their en- 
vironment; to challenge the world 
and the people around us. 

Continuing, Mr. Ottewell observed 
that we iive in a world of freedom 
as compared with our ancestors, who 
walked in fear and trembling. To 
have a happy life we need economic
